THE CASE ‘OF DR. SME THURST. 

The greatest anxiety appears to exist in the publie 
mind as to the ultimate fate of Dr. Smethurst, but, of 
course, no determination has yet been come to upon the 
subject, and probably will not bú for a considera) le tine, 
all that is at present known being that, the execution of 
the capital sentence having bern respited during her 
Majesty's pleasure, the life of the culprit will un- 
doubtedly be spared, and his fate is entirely in the 
hands of the Home Secretary, or rather of the advisers 
of the Crown in these matters. 
It would seem that the reprieve was qnite unexpected 
by the gaol authorities, and that the prisoner himself, 
although he still continued to exhibit a good deal of 
that confident demeanotr that he has shown through: 
out the entire proceedings. evidently had some misgiv- 
ings as to the result. It was expe ted by himself 
and those who have taken an active part in tlie pro- 
ceedings to obtain a respite that if a reprieve wag 
granted it would not be delayed beyond the middle of 
the week ; and when that period passed over, and 
Thursday and Friday arrived and no communication 
was received from the Government, the hopes of the 
prisoner and his friends. became fainter, and it was the 
general impression up to the afternoon of Friday that 
sentence would be cartied oat. So strong was this im- 
pression upon the minds of the officers of the prison 
that on Friday morning orders were given that the scatlold 
and the drop, and all the apparatus connected with the 
gallyws, should be carefully examined, to see that it was in 
proper order to perfurm its dreadful task. It has not been 
used for several years, and the whole of the fra nework 
is kept in the entrance-lodge of the gaol, and, having 
lain by so long, it was thought that possibly some of the 
joints might not be in working order, and therefore the 
precaution was taken to have it examined, an . t is was 
done and a report was made to Mr. Keene, the guverner 
of the gaol, that the scaffold would be ready if required, 
and all the different portions of the erection were laid 
ready to bé put up on Monday morning. 
During the early part of the week Dr. Smethurst 
appeirtd in extraordinary spirits. It has already been 
stated that he is watched day and night by two of 
the warders of the prison, who take it by turns to per- 
form this duty. He converses with these men in the 
most friendly manner, and has frequently joel upon 
different subjects. With the chaplain, the surgeon, 
and every official connected with the prison he has 
always appeared most anxious to converse upon the sub- 
ject of his allege i crime, arguing w tige epparent 
earnestness atid sincerily upon the folly ot it being sup- 
posed that he should commit such a drea ful murder for 
the sake of óbtainine a few hundred pounds, when he had 
an ample sufficiency for all his wants, and besides which, 
the deceased would have willingly given him the money 
if he had asked her to do so. He has all along appeared 
in extraordinary spirits, and it was not until tle week 
wore away and the day fixed for the execution of the 
sentence became nearer and nearer that his appearance 
and demeanour were at all altered, and then only tos 
trifling extent. 
The Rev. Mr. Jessopp, the chaplain of the prisoner, 
remairel at Horsemonger-lane Gaol consi icrily 
longer than his ordinary time for attendance on riday, 
in the event of any communication arriving from the 
Home-office, that he might make it known to the 
prisoner, and le left the prison under the full impres 
sion that no respite would be sent that day. Shortly 
afterwards, however, a messenger arrived, bearing the 
teprieve, which was addressed to th: giv rior, 
and Mr. Keene immediately proceeded to the 
prisoner’s cell and communicated to him the wel- 
come in elligence, at the same time exp: mining to 
him that it was not a respite for any particular period, 
which would still render his ultimate fate uncertain, but 
that the effeet of a reprieve daring her Majesty's plea- 
sure was that his life would certainly be spared. Dr. 
Smethurst did not betray so much emotion as might 
have been expectéd under the circumstances, but he 
shook hands with the governor, an: lin an earnest man- 
her asserted his entire innecenve of the crime for which 
he was:condemned to die, and added, “ W hat a dreadful 
thing it would have been to die an ignominious de: ath 
for a crinie that was never committed !” 
There is very little doubt that the friends of the 
prisoner will exert themselves to proeure a total remis- 
sion of punishment, on the ground that a: the Govern- 
ment, by retusing to allow the capital sentence to be 
carrie out, admit that there are doubts of bis gailt, the 

risoner ought to have the ben fit of these doubts, and
